CHAPTER 124. 

AN ACT to amend section five (5) of chapter twenty (20) of the 
general taws of the state of Wisconsin for the year 1878 en. 
titled "an act to constitute the'clerk of the circuit court ot Eau 
Claire county, Wisconsin, clerk of the county court of said 
county in probate and all other proceedings therein." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section five (5) of chapter twenty (20) lonecded. 

of the general laws of the state of Wisconsin for the 
year 1878 is hereby amended by striking out the 
words "two hundred dollars" where they occur in the 
last line of said section and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words "three hundred dollars," so that said sec-
tion shall read as follows: Section 5. The said clerk 
shall receive for all services rendered and performed 
by him under the provisions of this act in the admin-
istration of the estates of deceased persons and in the 
appointment of guardians to mi9ors, the same lees as 
are allowed by law for similar services in the circuit 
court, to be paid Iran) the county treasury ; provided, 
that the aggregate amount of such fees to be so taxed 
and paid in any one year shall not exceed three hun-
dred dollars
